Town Meeting: A few good articles 


With finances tight, many issues will wait ‘til next year 


By Andrea Gregory 

Drivers faced a choice on High Plain 
Road this week: turn around and find an 
alternate route, or take a plunge into the 
flooded roadway. Later this month, such 
drivers can vote at Town Meeting 
whether Andover should spend 
$900,000 to make street improvements 
to limit flooding and widen the road. 

That is one of several items set to 
grab some attention at Town Meeting 
April 26 and 27. Other issues include 
the $116 million budget, whether to 
spend $350,000 for senior-center 
designs, and whether to approve anoth- 
er $1.25 million for the town’s large 
sewer expansion project. 

Town workers and private supporters 
say they plan to withdraw from consid- 
eration several warrant articles that 
were expected to generate debate. 

Here are some of the issues for Town 
Meeting: 


High Plain Road reconstruction 
Jack Petkus, public works director, 
said flooding is only one of the con- 
cerns with the section of High Plain 
Road that crosses the Fish Brook area. 
After the new schools opened, 
school bus drivers began complaining 
about that same narrow stretch of pave- 
ment being too narrow for their large 
vehicles, said Petkus. The size of the 
road is an issue the fire department also 
has complained about for years. 
Petkus said drivers claim this piece 
of road creates a dangerous situation 
when a vehicle the size of a school bus 
faces oncoming traffic. The two vehi- 
cles cannot pass each other there, so 


someone must pull to the side of the 
road, said Petkus 

Petkus said this section of High Plain 
Road needs to be raised by about two 
feet and widened by two feet. 

According to Petkus, the road is cur- 
rently 214 feet, guardrail to guardrail, at 
the section of road in question. Repair 
work costing $900,000 would widen the 
road and the space between the road 
and the guardrail. Each lane would be 
about 12-feet wide and the guardrail 
would be about two feet away from the 
pavement. 


Residents’ property taxes will rise 3.3 
percent next year, a smaller increase 
than in the past two years and not 
enough to pay for all the services resi- 
dents are used to receiving, the Finance 
Committee said. 

In the letter that will preface this 
year’s Finance Committee report for 
Town Meeting, the committee wrote that 
two years of state aid cuts have forced 
local departments to eliminate jobs and 
to reduce some services to pay for con- 
tractual salary increases. 

The town is raising as much money 
from taxes as it is allowed under Propo- 
sition 2%; Andover could only raise 
more if voters approve an override, the 
committee wrote. 

“We expect that the public will 
accept increased fees and some reduc- 
tion in service, if it means holding the 
line on taxes,” the letter said. “We are, 


“We recommend it be done. Could 
you put it off? Yeah, you could, but it’s 
just going to create problems 
flooding) a few times a year,” said 
Petkus. “It’s not going to prevent every 
flood, but it will prevent most floods.” 

Actual construction will take six to 
nine months and should take place in 
2005 or 2006, he said. Petkus said he 
would like to see the reconstruction 
done in a way that would close only one 
lane at a ume

however, concerned that some of the 
budget reductions may have gone too 
far, and that understaffing may only cost 
us more in the long run.” 

The letter points to reduced staffing 
in the planning, health, building and 
conservation departments. Legal prob- 
lems could result if inspections and doc- 
umentation required for construction 
and other projects cannot be produced 
“in a timely manner,” the committee 
wrote. 

It also refers to the police and fire 
departments, which spend more money 
on overtime pay for staffers when posi- 
tions are left unfilled. “It may not be 
possible for public safety to continue 
with reduced staffing, hold the line on 
overtime costs, and still have enough 
people on duty to safely and effectively 
do the job,” the letter said.

It appears Springhill Suites 
by Marriott - an extended-stay 
hotel — will have only a three- 
year stay in Andover. The hotel 
at 550 Minuteman Drive is 
being foreclosed on and will be 
auctioned off Wednesday, April 
28, at 11 a.m. 

The 136-room, three-year- 
old hotel is up for grabs to the 
highest bidder. The hotel sits on 
19 acres and comes complete 
with an indoor pool. 

Bruce Symmes, town asses- 
sor, said the foreclosure of 
Spring Hill Suites should have 
no effect the property tax 
Andover collects. 

“We don’t care who owns it, 
as long as they pay their taxes.” 
said Symmes. Symmes said the 
hotel has an assessed value of 
$8,463,100 and paid $153,436 
In property taxes last year. 

Jeff Mann, an auctioneer 
with Paul E. Saperstein Co. Inc.. 
said there is no starting price to 
kick off the bidding. He said he 


could not predict how many bid- 
ders would show up or how 
much the property might sell 
for. 

Employees at the hotel 
seemed to know nothing about 
the auction, and referred ques- 
tions to the management com- 
pany. “We are not aware of any 
auction. It is a Springhill Suites, 
and it will remain a Springhill 
Suites,” said Ken Capone, 
region vice president for Lodg- 
ing Management. 

No one from Thayer Lodg- 
ing Group out of Maryland - 
where the property tax bills are 
sent — returned phone calls. 

Mann said the auction is offi- 
cial, and information is available 
on the company Web site. 
Developers in town are aware of 
the auction. “The economy is 
off. Hotels are generally hurt- 
ing.” said Marty Spagat, who 
developed and sold the land. 

“I was actually surprised to 
find out,” said Steve Druth, of 
Druth Commercial, who had

Senior-center design, land vote 

The Senior Center Task Force 
planned to ask to borrow 
$500,000 to design a senior cen- 
ter. The warrant article will be 
amended on the floor of Town 
Meeting to ask for $350,000, 
said task force members. 

Last year, a similar warrant 
article was withdrawn on the 
floor of Town Meeting.

The budget deter- 
mines how much money the 
town must raise from taxes. 
While tax increases vary from 
home to home as assessed values 
are adjusted, the increase for the 
average single-family home in 
fiscal 2004 was 4.4 percent, an 
increase of $244, to $5,710. For 


fiscal 2003, the average residen- 
tial tax jumped 9.6 percent, o1 
$480 

At the current valuation of 
$497,800, residents of the aver- 
age home can expect their annu- 
al tax bill to increase $188 to 
$5.898 when selectmen set tax 
rates in the fall 

Proposition 2% limits the 
growth in the total amount of 
taxes the town can collect to 2.5 
percent, not including taxes from 
new homes and businesses. 
However, individual bills may 
increase at a higher rate for a 


number of reasons. For example, 
owners of a house whose value 
is increasing more quickly than 
the average will see a bigger 
increase. 

In addition, each fall select- 
men decide how to split the tax 
burden between businesses and 
residences. Owners of commer- 
cial and industrial properties in 
Andover have disproportionate- 
ly higher tax bills, but selectmen 
may shift more of the burden 
back to homeowners if they 
wish

last time a truck was replaced 
was Six years ago. According to 
a letter to the selectmen from 
Jim Landry, firefighter union 
president, the last truck “proba- 
bly was the wrong truck to buy” 
due to its size.

An already slim warrant for 
this year’s Town Meeting is 
expected to get even smaller 
when nine warrant articles are 
withdrawn on the floor of Town 
Meeting.

With shelters full, 
the state temporarily is housing these fami- 
lies at four Andover hotels, 

According to Dick Powers, spokesman 
for the Department of Transitional Assis- 
tance, there are 263 homeless families living 
out of hotel rooms in Massachusetts. He said 
the state tries to put families in temporary 
living situations close to their school dis- 
tricts. The families living in Andover are 
placed there through the Lawrence Welfare 
Office, said Powers. 

“Living in a hotel is far from ideal, but it’s 
much better than the alternative. The alterna- 
tive is a woman and her children Sleeping in 
a Car, under a bridge or on the streets,” said 
Powers. 


Town pays more than $100,000 for

While living in a hotel may not be ideal 
for many families, the towns also face a 
financial burden when it comes to transport- 
ing the school-age children who are living in 
hotels. Towns are responsible to cover the 
cost of school transportation. 

According to projections from Bernie 
Tuttle, school business manager, Andover 
will pay $160,000 for the current school year 
to transport homeless children to school.

“I have no idea,” committee

and I suspect that’s what hap- 
pened here.” 

“I would hope that our com- 
mittee would take Seriously its 
obligation under the law to keep 
the citizenry informed of our 
actions,” Smith said. “Regret- 
tably, our past practice has been 


out of compliance with state law, 
and our committee has not made 
appropriate efforts to be more 
forthright.” 

According to state law, “the 
records of any executive session 
may remain secret as long as 
publication may defeat the law- 
ful purposes of the executive ses- 
sion, but no longer”” For exam- 
ple, once a lawsuit has been 
resolved, a committee’s secret 
discussion of its legal Strategy 
must become public. 

Town Clerk Randy Hanson, 
who gives all town boards and 
elected officials copies of state 
record-keeping laws, said execu- 
tive session records must 
become public as soon as the 
justification for secrecy ends, 
even if no one has asked to see 
them. That includes minutes that 
cover multiple topics, she said. 
“If one issue is still in litigation, 
they're still required to release 
the stuff that isn’t,” Hanson said. 

The committee has been criti- 
cized for its secrecy this year 
after agreeing to extend Bach’s 
contract in a secret session.

Powers said there are more changes 
planned. Gov. Mitt Romney's budget pro 
poses localized pilot programs to address 
the homeless issue. The plan is to have the 
Department of Emergency Assistance work 
closely with local homeless providers to 
identify trends and causes to homelessness

Work release inmate gets 35-40 years

A few minutes later, the 36 year-old vic- 
tim, who is legally blind and developmental- 
ly disabled, heard her doorknob turn, and 
was suddenly grabbed from behind. Mattei 
beat her about the face, tried to restrain her 
using duct tape, and attempted to rape her, 
said Tuttman. Several minutes after the 
assault began, Mattei fled, she said. 

Although the victim’s glasses were 
knocked off and the one eye she could see 
out of had been hurt in the struggle, the 
woman managed to find her phone and call 
911. She told police that her assailant was 
wearing a white sweatshirt, and had been 
cleaning outside her apartment before the 
assault. Police located a sweatshirt with 
blood on it in a trash receptacle across the 
hall from her apartment, and witnesses con- 
firmed that it belonged to Mattei.

PRISON WORK RELEASE 


Sheriff’s office says correctional 
officers now handle all supervision 


Prison inmate Alex Mattei was working 
at the Andover Housing Authority as part 
of a work-release program when he assault- 
ed an Andover resident in 2002. Officials 
said that particular Essex County Sheriff’s 
Department work program — which 
allowed towns to take responsibility for 
some supervision of workers from the Cor- 
rectional Alternative Center in Lawrence — 
was canceled the day of the attack. 

Today, inmate workers in current group 
programs are always supervised by correc- 
tions officers, said Essex County Sheriff's 
Department Spokesman Paul Fleming. 

Inmates would not come to a town 
unless they were invited by state or local 
authorities, said Fleming. When a town 
authority requests inmate workers, the 
local police are notified by a phone call 
and a fax, said Fleming. However, when 
groups of inmates clean the interstates in 
Andover for the Massachusetts Highway 
Department, local authorities are not noti- 
fied. ? 

There is also a program in which indi- 
vidual inmates work in manufacturing and 
other jobs, said Fleming. Inmates in this 
program are paid a wage that they are 
given when they complete their sentence.

Since the April 2002 attack, inmates 
from the Correctional Alternative Center 
in Lawrence have worked in Andover on 
only two occasions, said Fleming.

In August 2002, inmates 
helped the Andover Fire Department 
remove items from the old fire station 
before it was torn down. They worked in 
Andover again at the request of the 
Andover State Police in May and June 
2003, when the workers painted the state 
police barracks on Route 125. 

Housing Authority Director Christine 
Metzemaekers said prisoners have not 
worked at the Andover Housing Authority 
since the 2002 assault. “They have never 
ever been at the Housing Authority since 
the incident, that I can assure you,” said 
Metzemaekers. “The very day that hap- 
pened was the last day they were here.” 

Fleming said the existing work-release 
programs and the one that was shut down 
after the 2002 assault were all in existence 
for 25 to 30 years. “They (prisoners) are 
paying back their debt to society,” said 
Fleming. “We're very proud of (the pro- 
grams).”

secrecy 


Re EIGHT YEARS, the School Committee and 
administration did not release the notes from the 
committee's secret sessions, violating state law on 
closed-door government proceedings. Such 
information can be kept secret for a time — as long as 
releasing them might affect a lawsuit or negotiations, 
for instance — but they must be released as soon as 
possible. 

School Committee member Christopher Smith’s 
call to release these minutes at the last School Com- 
mittee meeting was a welcome one. We hope that, 
together with Debra Silberstein, who used openness 
as a campaign issue, he can help residents to better 
understand the reasoning behind the school depart- 
ment’s decisions. 

Fighting against the urge to avoid public controver- 
sy will always be difficult. When the Finance Com- 
mittee correctly released a letter it was discussing in 
open session because it was asked to do so a few 
weeks ago, its members took heat from other town 
boards. That’s because the letter was critical of the 
way those boards have conducted negotiations, and 
other officials had not yet seen the letter. 


But town officials are public officials, who are | 


elected or paid by residents. They owe it to these res- 
idents to conduct their business publicly, and to share 
their opinions and reasons for decisions.

Crashing into the picture again 


Andover Police Lt. Jim 
Hashem was driving home 
alone from work a few 
years ago when, in stop- 
and-go traffic, he bumped 
the car in front of him. He 
said he hit it going all of 1 
mph. There was no damage 
to either vehicle. 

He asked the two kids in 
the back seat and the 
woman driving if they were 
OK. They said yes. Then 
he asked the man sitting in 
: the passenger seat if he was OK. Hashem said

- the guy saw Hashem’s police badge peeking out 
: from under his civilian jacket. 

“And then he said, ‘My neck hurts ... and her 
: neck hurts, too,” said Hashem. The man said 
: something in Spanish to the driver and she began 
: moaning and holding her neck. The man 
: motioned to the kids in the back seat and said 
: their necks hurt, too. So Hashem called the sta- 
: tion and took photos of the scene. Then, he had 
: his insurance company inspect his bumper to 
: confirm there was no damage. 

Two weeks later, an attorney appeared at Town 
: Offices saying he was filing a claim because his 
: clients had been slammed from behind by 
: Hashem’s Andover police cruiser — even though 
: Hashem had been driving his own car at the time 
_ of the accident. At Hashem’s request, the town 
informed the lawyer that Hashem would press 
charges for fraud if he filed such a lawsuit. The 
_ lawyer left and was never heard from again. 

But Hashem knows if he hadn’t taken precau- 
' tions, he — or the town of Andover — could have 
: been a victim of auto insurance fraud. 
“Absolutely, they were looking to capitalize. 
: They saw the town of Andover, and they were 
' figuring there were deep pockets,” said Hashem. 
“It’s very common.” 


How significant a problem is auto insurance 
fraud in the Merrimack Valley? 
: Let's just say, if the gay marriage debate had- 
_ n't engulfed the entire state, it would have been 

the No. | issue in the region this winter. 

' Fraud has been a growing problem for years, 
: of course, with unethical doctors and lawyers 
: paying people small sums to fake injuries, find 


people who will fake injuries, or fake the acci- 
dents themselves. Doctors and lawyers can then 
collect a small fortune. But when Altagracia Aria, 
a 65-year-old Lawrence grandmother, was killed 
in a Sept. 4 accident police say she planned, peo- 
ple suddenly started paying a lot more attention. 
Since then, fraud investigations have resulted in 
53 people being charged. 

“It’s so clear this is an issue that affects every- 
one,” said state Sen. Sue Tucker, who represents 
both Andover and Lawrence. “It happens in the 
cities, but the big bucks are (going to) people who 
live in big houses in the suburbs.” 


How bad has it gotten in Lawrence? 

There are piles of statistics. For every 100 
accidents in the state, 43 injuries are reported. For 
every 100 accidents in Lawrence, 141 injuries are 
reported. “Many of these are ‘jump-ins,’ people 
who weren't actually in the car when the acci- 
dent happened,” said Tucker. 

“It’s huge. Look at what we pay in insurance 
rates. I’m sure a third of that must be because of 
fraud. Lawrence is higher than Andover, but we 
all subsidize these claims.” said Hashem. 

In fact, while the average Andover auto-insur- 
ance bill is $910.85, $73.18 of this subsidizes 
Lawrence residents’ bills. And they stil] pay an 
average of more than $2,000. Many in Lawrence 
pay more for their car insurance than they pay in 
property taxes, said Tucker. 


How important a problem is this fraud to peo- 
ple across the state? 

Rates throughout Massachusetts are affected 
by fraud. If the gay marriage debate hadn’t dom- 
inated the legislature, new fraud legislation prob- 
ably already would have been approved. Tucker 
soon will propose new laws to allow insurance 
companies and individuals to collect significant 
cash from people shown to be involved in scams. 
She also wants to make it a crime to pay “run- 
ners” to recruit people to be involved in fraud. 

“The fact is you’re not just ripping off some 
insurance company. You're ripping off your 
neighbor. We have to change the culture in urban 
areas where this is happening, and, No. 2, go after 
the ring leaders,” said Tucker. 

How widespread is auto insurance fraud? 
Police can’t get away from it even when they’re 
off duty. 


An apple given, a community extended to autistic boy 


Editor, Townsman: 

At the recent town elections, 
an unnamed man working at the 
Precinct 5 check-in table per- 
formed a random act of kind- 
ness that needs to be recognized 
— and celebrated. 

At around 5:45 p.m., I arrived 
to vote with my autistic son 
beside me. Jeff is a happy boy 
but often expresses himself in 
noises or clenched hands 
because his flawed brain has 
trouble shaping thoughts into 
words out of a meager 50-word 
vocabulary. He tries hard to 
“behave nicely,” yet is highly 
impulsive and basically clueless 
to other people. Last Tuesday 
was his 10th birthday, and he 
was excited. There had been his 
favorite breakfast, a big “Happy 
Birthday” poster from his sister, 
cupcakes for school that he’d 
proudly decorated himself, and 
a few hidden tears from Mom 
and Dad over the beautiful boy 
who is, yet the dreams lost of 
what he might be. We had 


skipped his afternoon snack so 
we could hurry through the 
afternoon in time for a special 
dinner. 

As I penciled in my votes, 
Jeff spied an apple at the check- 
in table, dashed over and, before 
I could catch him, took a bite. 
The man checking in voters 
looked up, stunned. I rushed 
over with apologies and fevered 
explanations that my son was 
autistic and what this means, but 
the man held out a hand to stop 
my chatter and calmly said, “No 
problem.” He then proceeded to 
introduce himself to Jeff, wait 
what felt like an eternity while I 
made Jeff say the “Hello, my 
name is Jeff” line we'd 
rehearsed for years, then told 
Jeff with great dignity that he 
could have the apple and he was 
proud to meet him. 

April is National Autism 
Month, so the kind man’s lesson 
in tolerance was timely. 

Autism affects one in 250 
individuals and even for the 


most high-functioning cases, 
severely compromises their abil- 
ity to behave in ways we consid- 
er normal and appropriate. 
While our family works devot- 
edly to help Jeff learn the rules 
of living in civilized society, it is 
a game of progress, not perfec- 
tion. On bad days, it’s like bail- 
ing out the ocean with a thim- 
ble. On good days, the sun 
shines and we take great pride in 
the small milestones in our jour- 
ney up the mountain toward 
where we are meant to be. On 
really good days, like the Tues- 
day election day, we take com- 
fort that the vast majority of 
people are far more tolerant of 
our son’s challenges than we 
ever would have imagined. 

I am exceedingly grateful to 
that nameless man, and so many 
like him, who accept people’s 
differences — including autism — 
with a grace that welcomes them 
into the broader community.

If such reasons are enough to 
sink a coach who has been with 
the AHS program since 1980, a 
proven winning coach, then it is 
a sad state of affairs. The other 
coaches at AHS should stand 
beside Leschi and throw their 
support to him because they 
could be next. 

His teams have won the 
MVLC Championship 14 times, 
Div. | North Championship 
twice, been a state champion, 
this past year earned the MV 
League Team Sportsmanship 
Award, and in 1999 the MIAA 
Outstanding Sportsmanship 
Award.

Earth Day, April 22, by asking area 
motorists to bring used lead-acid vehicle 
batteries to specially created collection

and 24. Used batteries often turn up in 
garages, backyards and storage sheds, 
| where they may create environmental and 
safety hazards. AAA calls this event the 
“AAA Great Battery Roundup.” 

“The lead-acid battery is crucial to mod- 
ern automotive technology and is easily 
recycled if disposed of properly,” said 
Eleanor A. Gannuscio, director of public 
affairs, AAA Merrimack Valley. 
“Motorists can make sure used batteries 
are safely returned to recycling plants by 
bringing them to AAA Merrimack Valley’s 
| collection points for shipment.” 

With an estimated 285 million vehicles 
on the road in North America, the proper 
disposal of vehicle batteries is crucial to a

healthy environment. Some used batteries 
are illegally disposed of in dumps and 
water sources, but others are simply sitting 
in a forgotten corner of someone’s proper- 
ty, where they could contaminate soil and 
ground water, explode in a fire or become a 
source of lead poisoning to humans and 
animals.

: tion and took photos of the scene. Then, he had 
: his insurance company inspect his bumper to 
: confirm there was no damage. 

Two weeks later, an attorney appeared at Town 
: Offices saying he was filing a claim because his 
- clients had been slammed from behind by 
: Hashem’s Andover police cruiser — even though 
: Hashem had been driving his own car at the time 
: of the accident. At Hashem’s request, the town 
- Informed the lawyer that Hashem would press 
: Charges for fraud if he filed such a lawsuit. The 
: lawyer left and was never heard from again. 

But Hashem knows if he hadn’t taken precau- 
' tions, he — or the town of Andover — could have 
: been a victim of auto insurance fraud. 
“Absolutely, they were looking to capitalize. 
: They saw the town of Andover, and they were 
figuring there were deep pockets,” said Hashem. 
: “Its very common.” 


How significant a problem is auto insurance 
fraud in the Merrimack Valley? 
: Let's just say, if the gay marriage debate had- 
: n't engulfed the entire state, it would have been 
: the No. | issue in the region this winter. 
' Fraud has been a growing problem for years, 
: of course, with unethical doctors and lawyers 
: paying people small sums to fake injuries, find

people who will fake injuries, or fake the acci- 
dents themselves. Doctors and lawyers can then 
collect a small fortune. But when Altagracia Aria, 
a 65-year-old Lawrence grandmother, was killed 
in a Sept. 4 accident police say she planned, peo- 
ple suddenly started paying a lot more attention. 
Since then, fraud investigations have resulted in 
53 people being charged. 

“It’s so clear this is an issue that affects every- 
one,” said state Sen. Sue Tucker, who represents 
both Andover and Lawrence. “It happens in the 
cities, but the big bucks are (going to) people who 
live in big houses in the suburbs.” 


How bad has it gotten in Lawrence? 

There are piles of statistics. For every 100 
accidents in the state, 43 injuries are reported. For 
every 100 accidents in Lawrence, 141 injuries are 
reported. “Many of these are ‘jump-ins,’ people 
who weren't actually in the car when the acci- 
dent happened,” said Tucker. 

“It's huge. Look at what we pay in insurance 
rates. I'm sure a third of that must be because of 
fraud. Lawrence is higher than Andover, but we 
all subsidize these claims.” said Hashem. 

In fact, while the average Andover auto-insur- 
ance bill is $910.85, $73.18 of this subsidizes 
Lawrence residents’ bills. And they still pay an 
average of more than $2,000. Many in Lawrence 
pay more for their car insurance than they pay in 
property taxes, said Tucker. 


How important a problem is this fraud to peo- 
ple across the state? 

Rates throughout Massachusetts are affected 
by fraud. If the gay marriage debate hadn’t dom- 
inated the legislature, new fraud legislation prob- 
ably already would have been approved. Tucker 
soon will propose new laws to allow insurance 
companies and individuals to collect significant 
cash from people shown to be involved in scams. 
She also wants to make it a crime to pay “run- 
ners” to recruit people to be involved in fraud. 

“The fact is you're not just ripping off some 
insurance company. You're ripping off your 
neighbor. We have to change the culture in urban 
areas where this is happening, and, No. 2, go after 
the ring leaders,” said Tucker. 

How widespread is auto insurance fraud? 
Police can’t get away from it even when they’re 
off duty. 


An apple given, a community extended to autistic boy 


Editor, Townsman: 

At the recent town elections, 
an unnamed man working at the 
Precinct 5 check-in table per- 
formed a random act of kind- 
ness that needs to be recognized 
— and celebrated. 

At around 5:45 p.m., I arrived 
to vote with my autistic son 
beside me. Jeff is a happy boy 
but often expresses himself in 
noises or clenched hands 
because his flawed brain has 
trouble shaping thoughts into 
words out of a meager 50-word 
vocabulary. He tries hard to 
“behave nicely,” yet is highly 
impulsive and basically clueless 
to other people. Last Tuesday 
was his 10th birthday, and he 
was excited. There had been his 
favorite breakfast, a big “Happy 
Birthday” poster from his sister, 
cupcakes for school that he’d 
proudly decorated himself, and 
a few hidden tears from Mom 
and Dad over the beautiful boy 
who is, yet the dreams lost of 
what he might be. We had 


skipped his afternoon snack so 
we could hurry through the 
afternoon in time for a special 
dinner. 

As I penciled in my votes, 
Jeff spied an apple at the check- 
in table, dashed over and, before 
I could catch him, took a bite. 
The man checking in voters 
looked up, stunned. I rushed 
over with apologies and fevered 
explanations that my son was 
autistic and what this means, but 
the man held out a hand to stop 
my chatter and calmly said, “No 
problem.” He then proceeded to 
introduce himself to Jeff, wait 
what felt like an eternity while I 
made Jeff say the “Hello, my 
name is Jeff” line we'd 
rehearsed for years, then told 
Jeff with great dignity that he 
could have the apple and he was 
proud to meet him. 

April is National Autism 
Month, so the kind man’s lesson 
in tolerance was timely. 

Autism affects one in 250 
individuals and even for the 


most high-functioning cases, 
severely compromises their abil- 
ity to behave in ways we consid- 
er normal and appropriate. 
While our family works devot- 
edly to help Jeff learn the rules 
of living in civilized society, it is 
a game of progress, not perfec- 
tion. On bad days, it’s like bail- 
ing out the ocean with a thim- 
ble. On good days, the sun 
shines and we take great pride in 
the small milestones in our jour- 
ney up the mountain toward 
where we are meant to be. On 
really good days, like the Tues- 
day election day, we take com- 
fort that the vast majority of 
people are far more tolerant of 
our son’s challenges than we 
ever would have imagined. 

I am exceedingly grateful to 
that nameless man, and so many 
like him, who accept people’s 
differences — including autism — 
with a grace that welcomes them 
into the broader community.

“Motorists can make sure used batteries 
are safely returned to recycling plants by 
bringing them to AAA Merrimack Valley’s 
collection points for shipment.” 

With an estimated 285 million vehicles 
on the road in North America, the proper

‘Andover Day’ on June 19 won’t close Main Street, will have events in Park

Bazaar Days, an Andover tra- 
dition, has been reincarnated with 
a new name, a new location and 
no plans to shut down Main 
Street. 

Bazaar Days was a Father’s 
Day weekend shopping event 
with a 40-plus year history that 
closed down Main Street for a 
full weekend in June.

Street, so downtown businesses 
will not be interrupted. That was 
a complaint of downtown mer- 
chants, who said Bazaar Days 
crowds had fizzled over the past 
few years and the weekend street 
shutdown was making them lose 
business. 

Ron Hill, president of the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
has said Bazaar Days had been 
“on a steady decline for years” 
and it was time for something 
new. That something new has 
arrived, although specific plans 
about events and hours are still 
being worked on. 

What is for certain is the name 
change for the downtown busi- 
ness. group. Instead of Andover 
Center Association, it is now 
called the Andover Business 
Center Association. Former pres- 
ident Tom Keefe, who owns a 
downtown travel agency, is no 
longer president and a new board 
is in the works. Hill said officers 
should be announced soon.

Progressive scan: Pay-per-view DVDs at MHL

ESIDENTS MAY NO LONGER HAVE TO 
wait more than a year for a chance 
to borrow popular, recent movies 
from Memorial Hall Library.

Quick Flicks — a section serving as a mini- 
video store — near the circulation desk. 

The collection will begin with about 20 
new releases ready to be rented for $2 each. 
Library-card holders will be able to check 
out one DVD from the Quick Flicks section 
at a time, and keep it out for one week. 

While the library has lauched Quick 
Flicks to meet the high demand for DVDs. 
the program will also generate revenues 
during a difficult financial time. 

Up until now, library patrons have been 
able to reserve movies for free.

This week, 14syear-old Andover resi- 
dents John and James review a classic 
adventure book, rooted in mythology, for 
readers 11 and older. 

MAGINE A WORLD FULL OF MONSTERS so 

chilling, just laying eyes upon them 

could turn a person to stone. Think of 
women whose songs are so beautiful that 
sailors would jump into icy waters to be 
near them, only to meet their death on the 
rocks below. Picture giants with incredible 
power — but only one eye. These are the 
monsters that arose from Greek mytholo- 
gy, many of whom are featured in the book 
The Adventures of Ulysses by Bernard Evs- 
lin. 

The Adventures of Ulysses is a classic 
story about a warrior hero, Ulysses, who is 
just returning from the mighty war of Troy.
